G.S.R. 682.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 read with sub¬ 
section (3) of section 160 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Govern¬ 
ment, being satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby 
makes the following further amendment in the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) No. 26-Customs, dated 
the 12th March, 1960, namely: — 

In the Schedule annexed to the said notification, after Serial No. 26 and the 
entries relating thereto, the following shall be added at the end, namely: — 

“27. 72 or 72(3) Machinery for the manufacture of fertilizers and 

component parts of such machinerv.”

Table, where the preferential rate of duty is leviable.
